Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 10, 15-18 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) anticipated 
by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Tomioka et al (US 
5,510,395) substantially as set forth in Paper no. 15. 

4. Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Tomioka et 
al (US 5,510,395) as applied to claim 1, 10 and 16 above, further in view of Makino 
et al (US 4,474,662) substantially as set forth in Paper no. 1 5. 

Response to Arguments 

5. The art rejections in Paper no. 15 have been maintained for the following reasons. In 
the first place, the arguments that Tomika does not disclose a porous insulating film 
comprising fine continuous pores that are in the center and reach to both surfaces of 
the film are not found persuasive. Tomika teaches the porous film having a large 
number of elliptic pores having a length of 5 to 7 microns and a width of 1 to 3 
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microns over the entire area of the film (column 1 1 , lines 1 5-1 8). Likewise, it is 
clearly apparent that the fine continuous pores in the center and both surfaces of the 
film have been included in the Tomika reference. Second, Applicants argue that the 
film according to the Examples 1-4 in Tomika must have pores of several nm or less 
to have a gas separation performance. This is not found persuasive because again 
Tomika teaches the porous film of the examples 1 -4 having a pore size having a 
width of 1 to 3 microns (column 1 1 , lines 15-18). Tomika teaches that the pores do 
not need to be of several nm or less to have a gas separation performance. Finally, 
Applicants arguments with respect to gas permeability but no gas separation 
performance are not commensurate in scope with the claims since nothing specific 
about "no gas separation performance" has been included in the claims. The 
examiner believes that the motivation to combine the cited reference is sufficient and 
proper and therefore the art rejections are sustained.
